the Intercollegiate Basketball League | 
will renew their championship maiches 
this week Saturday after a lay-off of 
about two weeks in which mid-year ex- 
aminations took up most of the atten- 
tion of the players. The teams that 
will be in action Saturday are Cornell, 
Princeton, Pennsylvania and Dartmouth. 
Princeton goes to Ithaca to meet the 
present leaders while Pennsylvania will 
be at Hanover, N. H., competing against 
Dartmouth. Columbia will have a bye 
this week. 

Cornell has already completed half of 
her schedule, and as the Ithaca seven 
has won all four of its games, the 
chances of the title going to the Red 
and White seem to be very bright. The 
Cornell five is being coached by Dr. A. 
L. Sharpe, the former Yale star who 
coached the Cornell eleven last fall, and 
he hag done wonderful work with the 
candidates. In the Halstead brothers he 
had two very good players and he has 
succeeded in welding the five into a 
smooth-acting team, all working to- 
gether. 

Pennsylvania appears to be Cornell’s 
most serious rival for the honors. The 
Red and Blue-are in second place, with 
three victories and one defeat to their 
credit. That one defeat was at the 
hands of Cornell, and unless Captain 
Jourdet and his men can win the next 
game from Cornell, the championship 
will go to Ithaca. 

Princeton and Dartmouth seem to be 
far behind the two leaders. Princeton 
started out with fairly good material, 
but it has not been developed into cham- 
pionship form. The individual players 
seem to have the qualifications necessary 
to make good basketball players and 
have suffered from lack of expert coach- 
ing. 

Dartmouth started out with the best 
prospects of any college in the league, 
but the enforced resignation of Captain 
Gibson, one of the best players on the 
team, and the loss of Winfred Snow. an- 
other fast guard, materially affected the 
development of the five. Snow may re- 
turn to the team, but it is now pretty 
late for a chance at the title this scason. 

The surprise of the season has been the 
showing made by Columbia. This uni- 
versity has won the college championship 
so often in the past few seasons that it 
appeared to have a monopoly in tlie 
and it was expected to make a good 
showing this year. On the contrary, the 
morningside Heights boys have yet 
win their first game in the league.

WASHINGTON—Representative Hull 
of Tennessee, who drafted the bill of 
last session to extend the corporation 
tax law tentatively, has been selected to 
begin work on an income tax law to 
supplant the present excise law and raise 
probably $100,000,000 to $150,000,000 in 
revenue. It is understood that the in- 
come tax bill, when presented to the 
House during the extra session, will 
provide approximately for tie following 
tax on incomes: 

A 1 per cent tax on all 
coines above $5000 a year. 

A 1% per cent tax on all unearned 
incomes above 85000 a vear. 

A graduated and higher tax on in- 
coines from great fortunes and from 
large real estate holdings.

Problems Face Congress 


Sentiment among the lawmakers has 
not vet crystallized, and will not do so 
for some time, but every body realizes 
tuat the statutes making the new amend.

Then became common- 
places such terms as the “Army of the Potomac,” the “Army of the 
Tennessee,” the “Army of the Cumberland,” etc. In time these 
terms were reduced to a more compact form and took on a personal 
turn, whether relating to the North or South, and people talked of 
movements “under Grant,” “under Sherman,” “under Thomas,” 
“under Sheridan,” or “under Lee,” “under Beauregard,” “under 
Longstreet,” or “under Forrest.” 

This, too, happily passed away, and the scene shifted once more 
to the West. With the release of a million volunteers the military 
system necessarily underwent modification. Then for over a decade 
the American people, who had become acquainted gradually with the 
divisional organization, began to understand, and later fully to realize, 
what was meant by the “Department of the Platte,” for they could 
not fail to hear of the movements against the White River Utes, the 
Cheyennes and the Sioux, nor of the names of Crook and Terry, 
Forsyth and Custer, nor to feel the onrush of trade and the tremen- 
dous national expansion that followed the pacification of the Dakotas 
and the opening of the transmissouri to settlement. 

The new organization of the military forces of the United 
States is in the direction of greater efficiency. Administration under 
the four-department system will be more economical as well as more 
effective. But, considered territorially, there will be little difference 
between the eastern, western, southern and central departments, for 
peace and order and unity, to a greater degree than ever before in its 
histery, pervade the nation. 
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As AN evidence of the growth of Vancouver, B. C., a commu- 
nity that has taken advanced grounds on questions of local taxation, 
it may be worth while to mention that it laid over twenty miles of 
pérmanent pavement, fifty miles of concrete sidewalk and _ thirty 
miles of sewers in 1912. 


WHEN a superintendent of parks in a city of 
considerable size comes forward with the 
assertion that the parks can be made self- 
supporting and possibly to pay their original 
cost, he deserves attention and will probably 
get it. In the current number of Suburban 
Life we find George A. Parker, superintend- 
| ent of parks, Hartford, Conn., making just 
| this assertion and giving it support out of 

his own experience. Taxpayers, and not 
students of civics alone, will tarry with him long enough to inquire 
whether he is serious in a statement so far from common experience 
as that parks, instead of being a continuing draft on the municipal 
treasury, may pay a profit. | 

Mr. Parker began his enterprise five years ago by having the 
city conduct the refectory in one of the parks instead of granting a 
concession for it. With no thought of making a profit, he improved 
the service, added to the pay of the servants, employed a manager 
and undertook to have a place that would please the people who 
resorted to the park. He accomplished this object and was sur- 
wrised to find that he had a profit of $1200 for the city. Other 
experiments were induced by the success of this one and out of 
them Mr. Parker has come to the conclusion that the change from 
concessions to city management of the park amusements and eating 
places will bring with it a sufficient gain to do more than pay all 
the park maintenance expenses. 

Some one, at this point, may rise to say that it is no part of a 
city’s business to make money out of park patrons and that the load 
ought not to be transferred from the taxpayers to the people who 
resort to the parks. But he will be reminded that the city is not 
exacting anything, that it is giving the service that is wanted and 
giving it in better form, and that the primary purpose is not profit. 
if he then urges that the city should reduce its charges to the cost, 
he will be told that the outside dealer in refreshments of the kind 
served in the park would have good cause for complaint of city com- 
petition. As it is, Mr. Parker tells us, the rules have to be strict 
that sales shall be only for use on the grounds. The motion picture 
show is found to be profitable to the point of being a help on the 
park expense, and the same reasoning keeps the charge up to the pre- 
vailing price in the town. 

Elimination of the concessionaire and the taking over of the 
service as public business is justified in this connection on the gen- 
eral ground that “business is to get all you can for what you give, 
and service is to give all you can for what you get.” We will raise 
no argument with Mr. Parker on the ethical accuracy of his definition 
of business. He makes out a case as to the parks, and the plan he 
outlines and has tested is easily seen to commend itself to the atten- 
tion of every city and town.

For widows with families the mayor would have pensions by 
grace of the city council. He would have an income tax to provide 
lor increasing city expenditures, and his timeliness is shown by the 
exact concurrence with the decision by three states to ratify the in- 
come tax amendment to the national constitution. He would extend 
the pension system to laborers and mechanics in the city employ. He 
would establish compulsory part-time schools for working boys and 
girls under eighteen years of age, paying no heed to the fact that the 
laws of a lagging commonwealth have not advanced compulsory 
school attendance beyond fourteen. He would have the people and 
children instructed by motion pictures. He would introduce the classi- 
cal drama into the school curriculum, as it to fll yawning spaces in 
curricula as they are now. The free employment bureau he mentions 
but in passing to his newer proposition, the free legal bureau, where 
specialists would dispense free legal service. 

The national note is strongly present, but there is no intimation 
that what legislatures and congresses are slow to do may not be 
brought about with speed by the council of the city of Boston. ‘“Con- 
ditions that satisfied the ordinary citizen of 25 years ago would not 
be tolerated now,” and the application of the statement appears to be 
that little that then existed is deemed worthy of continuance now 
and that the supremest merit of any project of government is that it

is new. 

The Boston city charter was tormerly under some criticism by 
the mavor because of its restraints upon the executive. It is due him 
‘> note now a total absence of complaint. He would change the 
charter to have a larger school committee, with added duties of visit- 
ing the various parts of the city and setting up forums for discussion 
of the schools, and a larger council. But he asks no breaking of the 
honds of the executive. It is not, we take it, that he has become 
adjusted to the charter harness, but that he has discovered that char- 
ters cannot bind nor stale custom circumscribe the activities of a 
modern mavor. Not all his measures will be adopted before the week 
ends. but Boston can hardly fail to note their ample sweep. 
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FicurEs covering the earnings of Columbia || 
LIniversity students during the summer vaca- || 
tion of 1912 have just been made public, and || 
we may. therefore expect renewed discussion || 
of the opportunities that fall in the way of 
the ambitious American young person -~who 
desires to “work” his or her “way through.” 
In the case of Columbia, as in other instances || 
with which the public is familiar, the figures || 
are not only interesting but most encourag- 
ing. They show that the students earned last year, in all sorts of 
employment, a total of $37,602. Some found employment on their 
own initiative: some were helped by a students’ committee. By 
themselves, the students earned over $22,000, and through the com- 
mittee over $15,000. 

From the report it appears that all forms of employment com- 
mon in connection with a college course were accepted. [The young 
men were ready for everything from tutoring to seafaring. The 
Barnard girls taught, acted as stenographers, or. became cashiers, as 
occasion offered and required. To this extent, the exhibit is but a 
repetition of what other great educational establishments are con- 
stantly reporting. The Columbia committee, however, found, in 
relation to students, “that ability, perseverance and energy have an 
ever-increasing market value,” and that the man “who possesses these 
three qualifications, and is at the,same time presentable, more or less 
skilled in some particular line of work, and responsible, has never 
much difficulty in finding employment, either through assistance 
rendered by the committee or through his own effort.” 

It cannot be questioned, of course, that working students have 
larger opportunities where universities and colleges are located near

One is a desire to protect donors | of Charities 
trom being cheated and the other is a natural 
desire to have only those needing aid receive 
it. It the fraud of one recipient is detected 
and exposed, there is just so much more left for those who are-hon- 
est and in need, Since the supreme commercial body of the city 
assumed this responsibility, not only has an end been put to a form 
ot graft common in all communities where it is not fought, but the 
quality of administration of charitable organizations has been 
improved. Beyond criticism as to their purity of motive but inef- 
ficient and lax in their methods of raising and spending funds, these 
societies have taken on a new tone. In short, Cleveland’s altruism 
has been helped by the scrutiny of men who are sticklers for economy 
and veracity. Solicitation of funds has been raised to a higher plane. 
Duplication of machinery has been done away with to a considerable 
extent. Those who have aid to give now know who deserve to 
receive it. <A little goes much farther than it used to go. 

Boston, which has reason to believe that she is being imposed 
upon now, tor lack of precisely some such influence coming from a 
source without the circle of donors, has cause for congratulation in 
the announcement that a committee of the local Chamber of Com- 
merce plans to do much the same work as that done in Cleveland. 
Recent revelations emphasize the timeliness of this commendable 
decision by a body which includes within its membership so many 
men who either have inherited traditions and habits of philanthropy 
or have become givers as a matter of civic duty. If this committee 
will steadily and wisely go about its task it will do a work of much 
importance.

The two are alike in all essen- || a 
tials, but it should be said that from the | pate <p 
beginning the cooperative bank, especially in New England, and 
more particularly in Massachusetts, has been subjected to closer 
supervision and regulation by the state. Of late years there is less 
to complain of on the score of state neglect with re ference to build- 
ing and loan associations. Illinois may be taken as typifying the 
West in its recent treatment of these institutions. They are now 
as closely inspected and guarded as the state savings or commercial 
banks. 

It was quite proper that these institutions, whether known by 
the eastern or the western name, should have had their origin in 
Philadelphia, the “city of homes,” for they are, above all things, 
home-building instruments. The year 1831 saw their beginning; 
their aggregate receipts in payments and dues for several years past 
have averaged over $500,000,000. In Illinois the assets of the asso- 
ciations in 1911 amounting to $68,975,000, were exceeded greatly 
by those of Pennsylvania and Ohio, and to a smaller degree by those 
of New le ‘sey, but thev were $7,000,000 higher than those of Massa- 
chusetts. In 1912 Illinois. according to the report of State Auditor 
McCullough, just made public, the assets of the association exceeded 
those of the previous year by about $6,000,000. This shows a 
wholesome growth not only in savings but in confidence. In fact, 
as compared with ten years earlier, the combined building and loan 
and bank investments in Illinois have risen from $35.22 a person to 
$70.48. an increase that bears eloquent testumony to the high plane 
of prevalent prosperity and assurance. In the view of the Illinois state 
auditor, the comparisons given prove conclusively that, notwith- 
standing the increased cost of living, tncomes have materially 
increased. and that a fair share of such increase has found its way 
into the building and loan associations.” : 

It has been said that the village, town or city which most 
abounds in homes owned by residents is the most desirable, because 
the safest, community in which to fix one’s residence. This may 
be said with equal truth of the state or province or nation. lt 1S 
next to impossible for sedition to gain a foothold in a land in which 
the people have invested their earnings. All the more reason, there- 
fore. why such investments, in the first place, should be encouraged 
by throwing around them every possible safeguard. Massachusetts 
has set the pace in this respect, but in these days few of the states 
are far behind. Pennsylvania continues to lead the sisterhood both 
in membership and capital, and it is a fact worthy of attention, as 
indicating difference in home-making tendencies, that New York 
falls behind some of the less populous states either in respect to 
membership, number of associations or amount of assets. New 
York city, doubtless, has a great deal to do with influencing this 
condition. 
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
